offices of the State be closed. • 


I also request that on. the Bam-5 day the peo- 


ple of the State wear emblems of mourning 
and during the hours appointed for the obse- 
quies suspend their usual laltore.

This has been an exceedingly pleas- 


ant week at the Newport Kink, to the 
managers as well ns to the many pat- 
rons. The afternoon entertainments 
for general pleasure skating have been 
well attended and Prof. Barnes is kept 
busyiu giving instructions to the many 
who are anxious to become adepts in 
the roller perambulation. 


On Tuesday evening this popular re- 


sort was completely filled with skaters 
and spectators, over a thousand per- 
sons haviug been 'admitted- and nearly 
five hundred pairs of skates having been 
given out. The special attraction was a 
polo contest between the Fnll River team 
and the Olympians of Newport, and it 
being the first game of the season every- 
body seemed anxious for the excite- 
ment which always attends a well con- 
tested struggle on skates. The visiting 
team arrived on the steamer Richard 
Borden, with some 400 or SOU'of their 
friends, shortly after nine o'clock and 
the game was called about half an hour 
later. Mr. E. S. Burdick, the well-known 
goal tender of the old Newports, acted 
as referee and gave universal satisfac- 
tion. The local team showed their 
great need of practice in the loss of the 
first two goals in less than a minute 
each and illustrated the advantages of 
even a short practice by prolonging the 
third inning to nearly twenty minutes. 
Neither team, however, displayed the 
science or skill that it has been the pleas- 
ure of a Newport audience to witness in 
past seasons; but many excellent plays 
were made in the last inning and tho 
large audience showed its appreciation 
of them by enthusiastic applause. The 
local team was composed of the follow- 
ing players: W. Ranisbottom, of Paw- 
tucket, goal; R. Taylor, Providence, 
home; A. Burdick, rush; H. Bliss C. 
Ffynn.half backs; E. Wilbor, cover goal. 


Those who attended tlie link Thurs- 


day evening were treated to a very 
laughable entertainment in the shape of 
an obstacle race, and obstacles there 
wore in plenty. There were three 
prizes and four competitors. The first 
prize, a pair of racing skates, valued at 
$10, was woUby D. MuGowan; the sec- 
ond prize, a silver medal, by Archie 
Burdick, and the third, a season ticket 
to the rink, by Walter Sheehan. 


The series of throe five-mile races, 


which the managers are arranging to 
take place between Mr. Fred. W. White 
and Mr. Nate E. Clark, is creating con- 
siderable interest. Mr. White has won 
many races here and is considered by 
his friends about.the fastest to be found, 
while others believe that Clark, who 
has defeated Skinner, the chain pi on, on 
several occasions, is his superior. The 
first of the scries will probably take 
place next Thursday.

The number of yachts to visit New- 


port during the summer increases every 
year until this season ibcre have been 
more than ever before. With a very 
great many of them this has been their 
first visit. Craft 
of 
every known 


model, almost, have ridden at anchor 
in our harbor this season, and many 
whose model is entirely strange. 


The sloop yacht Puritan which' was 


built by Boston parties as a competitor 
for the Queen's Cup and which was 
launched at City Point, Boston, on the 
20th of May last, arrived in the harbor 
Wednesday evening. . Her length is 80 
feet on the water line with 23 feet beam 
and 9 feet depth and draws 8 feet of 
water. She sailed Thursday morning 
for New London where she joined the 
New York yacht squadron with which 
she will return to Newport to-day. 
She is of exceedingly graceful model, 
painted pure white, and during her 
brief anchorage here was the centre of 
attraction. The Priscilla, which was 
built for the same porpose as was the 
Puritan, is expected here with the fleet 
to-night, and the Genesta was expected 
from New York last.uight. 


The Puritan and Priscilla are both 


entered for the Goelet Cups, which race 
is to be sailed here on Monday or as 
soon after as may be, and as this race 
is to decide which of the two is to he 
pitted against the Genesta in the fa- 
mous inter-national race to be sailed 
later, unusual interest is being felt in 
all circles, and largo numbers of out- 
side yachts will be attracted to these 
waters.

About forty citizens of Newport made 


an excursion to Bristol Thursday.in the 
steamer Ida, at the invitation of Ex- 
Jovernor Bourn, to enjoy his hospitali- 
;y for the day and partake of a fine old- 
'asliioned Khode Island clambake. At 
Bristol Ferry some dozen or more citi- 
zens of Portsmouth joined the party. 
Arriving in Bristol they were m et at the 
wharf by tho Ex-Governor, who welcom- 
ed them to his hospitable mansion 
where the company was introduced to 
Mrs. Bourn, and an hour or more was 
passed in'conversation and in strolling 
about the Governor's pleasant grounds. 
Therewas something over a hundred in 
the company, made up principally from 
the towns in Newport county. At 2 P.M. 
the company sdfdovm to dinner beneath 
a spacious tent erected upon the lawn 
iu front of the house. 


A most excellent dinner was served 


and thoroughly enjoyed by all present. 
After dinner, at tho invitation of the 
proprietors, the party visited the Herr- 
csshoffs boat building establishment, 
examined the celebrated Stiletto and 
other vessels. The company was after- 
wards treated to another collation in- 
doors at the Governor's mansion, when 
the return trip to Newport was made. 
At Bristol Ferry many of the party left 
the slow-moving steamer and took to 
the railroad. 
The steamer party ar- 


rived here shortly before eight. They 
unanimously voted that Rhode Island's 
Ex-Governor had provided for them a 
pleasant day's entertainment. 


The Newport Boat Wins. 


A most interesting race was sailed 


Saturday off Larchmont, N. Y. , by the 
sloop La Perichole (length, 24 feet 3 
inches), of Newport, K. I., Mr. Sidney 
J. Colford owner, arid the Cruiser (20 
feet 0 inches), owned and sailed by Mr. 
A Bryan Alley, of Larchmont. 
The 


stakes were $250 a side, and the match 
was sailed with stationary ballast. The 
starting signal was given, at 12h. 5m., 
from the sloop Schemer, carrying the 
judges. Cruiser got away first at 12h. 
15m. and 27s., and La Perichole at 12h. 
15m, and 33s. The course was to and 
around Sands Point buoy, sir mile's 
and return to Pagoda Point, sailed 
twice over. It was a dead heat to the 
outer mark, with a very light air from 
the southward. La Perichole walked 
through the Cruiser's lee at the firs 
mile, and gaining a good lead main 
tained it to the finish. A heavy squall 
from the northward at two P. M. made 
both reef, and gave the Newport bo al 
an advantage. She finished at 3h. 14m. 
21s. ; her elpased time was 2h. 53m. and 
4Ss. 
Cruiser not timed. 


An Old Yacht, 


The first yacht remembered in New- 


port was a schooner called the Pathfind- 
er, which was brought here some forty- 
live years ago by its owner, Col. Join 
Winthrop of New York, one of oui 
present summer residents. The vessel, 
since it fell from grace as a yacht, has 
been engaged in various kinds of ser- 
vice. She is owned iu Newport and is 
now used for fishing. She was con- 
structed at the Boston Navy yard, and 
is built of white oak with copper fasten-

The contribution of the colored citi- 


zens of Rhode Island to the New Or- 
leans exposition has been returned and 
on Thursday was exhibited at Odd Fel- 
lows' Hall under the auspices of the 
Union Congregational church of this 
city, Tho collection included nearly 
three hundred articles and was by far the 
finest exhibit of the htmdiwork of our 
colored people ever given in the State. 
The display of needle and fancy work 
was exceedingly large and attractive 
reflecting great credit upon the inge- 
nuity and patience of tho ladies while 
the various articles of mechanical work 
would seem to entitle their brethren to 
positions in the foremost rank of labor. 
The collection of antiquities, too, was 
large and of a highly interesting char- 
actor. Among these latter articles 
were seen elegant pieces of sampler 
work; a family Bible over two hundred 
yeavs'old, belonging -to Mrs. Patience 
Philips of this city, and a plate of 
unique design, bearing the label "Free- 
dom gift to Mrs. Bristol Yamma by her 
owner on the day her liberty with that 
of her four children was purchased by 
her husband. Bristol Yamma was one 
of the two first students to enter co 1- 
lege in the colonies before the Revolu- 
tionary war. He entered Princeton in 
1770." 
Handsome 
pictures in oil, 


water-color and crayon, and large dis- 
play of musical instruments, all the 
work of Rhode Island colored citizens, 
were prominent features of the exhibi- 
tions.

Lieut. Ephraim C. Morse. 


On Friday morning. the telegraph 


brought to his many friends in this city, 
the sad news of the death of Lieut. 
Ephraim C. Morse, which occurred at 
Auburn, M"aiue,at 10.30 p. M. of the 30th, 
from consumption. Lieut. Morse, was 
a native of the state in which ho died, 
but for several years resided in Newport. 
He enlisted as a private in the Seventh 
Regiment Rhode Island Volunteers in 
1802, and was promoted to Sergeant, Co. 
I, and was slightly wounded in the bat- 
tle of Fredericksburg, Va., Dec. 13th 
1S02; was promoted to 2d Lieut. Co. G, 
April 2d, 1803; and was slightly wound- 
ed iu the face at Spotsylvania Courl 
House, May* 18th, 1804; was promoted 
to First Lieut, Co. G. July 25th, 1804 
and made Quartermaster of the Regi- 
ment Jan. llth, 1805. He participated 
in the battles of Frcderioksnurg, Seige 
of Vicksburg, Jackson, Spotsylvania, 
North Anna, Cold Harbor, Petersburg, 
Wolduu Railroad, Poplar Spring Church, 
and Hatcher's Run, and remained with 
the regiment until it was mustered out 
of service. 
Lieut. Morse was a member of the Firsl 
Baptist church in this city, and his 
memory will be lovingly cherished bj 
nil who knew him. He leaves a widow 
and one son to mourn the loss of a kind 
and affectionate husband and father.

[The italics are our own), Now the fact 
is our government does not allow one 
of their men-of-war in any place of 
danger, and the idea of one of them be- 
ing in so high a latitude as where the 
English discovery ship Resolute was 
[ound abandoned in the ice is supreme- 
ly ridiculous. Tho facts briefly stated 
are as follows: 


On the 10th, of September, 1855, the 


whallnrj barque George Henry, of New 
London, Captain James M. Budding- 
ton, while on a voyage to Northumber- 
land Inlet and Davis Straits, and im- 
bedded in an immense field of ice and 
drifting with it in a south-west direc- 
tion, discovered a ship in the distance, 
hearing northeast, about twenty miles 
from Cape Mercy. Ascending the rig- 
ging with a glass, Captain Budding- 
ton pronounced her, from her ap- 
pearance, to be an abandoned vessel. 
For six days the ships continued to drift 
toward each other, 
and when they 


were about seven miles apart he order- 
ed his two mates and two of the crew 
to proceed to the abandoned vessel 
across the packed ice, and, after in- 
specting her. to return to the barque 
as soon as possible. -They were de- 
tained by a southeast gale for two days, 
but after a tedious and hard march, 
they arrived on board the barque, and 
reported that the abandoned vessel was 
Her Britanic Majesty's ship Resolute. 


Captain Buddington, took eleven of 


his crew with him and on tho 10th of 
October succeeded in getting clear of 
the ice, and after weathering gale after 
gale arrived with his prize at New 
London, on the 24th of December, 
where his own barque (George Henry), 
had arrived four days previously. 


Congress voted the sum of $40,000, to 


purchase the Resolute and she was re- 
moved to one of the navy yards and re- 
paired and refitted with every cure and 
was then sent to England as an offering 
of good will to Queon Victoria and the 
people of Great Britain. The ship was 
ahoudoned on the 15th of May, 1S54, iu 
Lat. 74° 41' 30",N. Long. 101° 22' 00" W. 
and had drifted nearly one thousand 
miles iu the ice, when found on Sept. 
10,185S, in Lat. 07° N. 
S. 


Mrs. Hannah Wilcox, one of the old- 


est persons on this island, died at her 
residence in South Portsmouth on Sat- 
urday last. Her maiden name was Slo- 
cum, and she was born in Portsmouth, 
Septemlter 15th, 1780; and was conse- 
quently 95 years, 10 months and 10 days 
old at the time of her death. A sister, 
Mrs. Sally Gibbs, suivivcs her mid 
will complete the 90th year of her age 
in January next Mrs. Wilcox, was the 
widow of the late Captain Ch-irles Wil- 
cox, and for many years a resident of 
Newport.

In keeping poultry do not crowd over 


thirty hens or pullets info each of the 
Apartments in tho henhouse, as you will 
receive muro eggs from twenty-Jive to 
thirty fowls than from fjorty to fifty •in 
the Kline room. Neglect of this point 
hug caused moro disastrous failures, and 
has discouraged more poultrymen, than 
any one other thing excepting incuba- 
tors. Many people have an idea that 
100 hens will give four times as much 
profit as twenty-five. It is true they 
will, but they must bo kept under as 
favorable conditions. They must have 
four times the room, bo kept in four 
flocks, bo given four times the care and 
food, and than they will pay in the same 
proportion as tlie smaller number. 


If it is desired to keep more fowls, 


the accommodations must be extended, 
never allowing less than eight square 
feet of inside room for each fowl. There 
is no reason why a thousand cannot bo 
kept as well as not, only do not start 
with a thousand until you know how to 
take- care of a hundred. I have 110 
doubt that you could give the poultry 
'the entire farm to run over, and put 
jour attention to them, so that they 
would yifcld you more clean profit than 


Agricultural Notes and Hints.

If vou can furnish a hotel with 
fifty or 100 dozens of eggs per week of 
uniform color, of good size and clean, 
wan-anting every one laid within two 
days of shipment, you will find no lack 
of customers for your products at fancy 
prices. Even if you depend on your 
grocer for a market for your eggs, it 
will pay you to have them uniform in 
color :uiu size and kept clean. Then 
when the times of plenty come, he will 
take your product in preference to that 
of some other farmer who believes that 
an egg is an egg, wether white or brown, 
.large or small, clean or dirty. Work up 
a reputation for yourself for always hav- 
ing the best, and your customers will 
come to you instead of you seeking 
market for your eggs. 


There is another crop on the far; 


which is much benefited by keeping 
large number of fowls. 1 refer to tl: 
fruit crop. Fowls are very valuable : 
destroying the borers and other insec 
injurious to tho fruit trees. A vigorou 
and healthy growth of fruit trees wi 
be induced around a farm when poultr 
is kept. The manure seems especial] 
adapted to them. Fowls are more va 
uable in connection with theeultivatio 
of plums, as there are very few local 
1 ties where this fruit can be raised o 
account of its destruction by the cur 
culio. 
. 
I have now on my place nearly IOC 


plum trees, and nearly all tlie trees tba 
are over three years old bear heavy 
crops every year. A small part of th, 
fruit is stiing by the ciirculio and drop 
off, but we have to pick maur more t 
prevent the trees from breaking andt 
insure a good quality of fruit. Otlie 
farms in the same locality, where phi; 
trees arc not so favorably located, ver 
rarely get a full crop of plums. Fowl 
are also valuable in keeping tlie borer 
out of the quince bush. It-is only nec- 
essary to loosen the soil about the bush 
es, as the fowls will do tho rest. 


An important item in the keeping o: 


poultry is the large quantities of val- 
uable manure produced. The best muth 
otl of retaining the ammonia in this ma- 
nure, which is held iu large proportions 
is to spread dry loam or plaster nudei 
the roots and tlu-n to store the mixture 
in barrels. It will hold its strength in 
this form, and will prove one of the 
most valuable fertilizers for corn, grass 
or grain. It is very strong and must be 
composted tlioroguhly before lining il 
in contact with seed. If properly applied 
-Jt will act quickly on the crop, asits ele- 


ments of plant food are of such a na- 
ture as to be easily assimilated by the 
plant—[Cor. Am. Cultivator.

Expensive Treatment of Roads. . 


The highways of the Northern States 


of the Union coat the taxpayers nearly 
a million of dollars a year, and a terri- 
ble waste of money it is. Some clever 
fellow in each district, who wants to 
have the road near his house improved, 
gets himself appointed surveyor, ami 
under his directions others "work out" 
their taxes—that is, they do as little 
•work as possible for the money with 
which they are credited. A few fur- 
rows are plowed by the roadside, from 
which are taken sods, soil and stoue 
and put in the.gullies washed out last 
winter, to be washed out again next 
fall. In some cases that I have seen, 
witch a heavy tax has been "washed 
out," it would he a {jreat improvement 
if the loam that bad been earned into 
the middle of the road with jjreat tabor 
would be thrown back again. When 
our roads can be rounded up with brok- 
en stones and covered with six inches 
of good graveljWe shall have good roads, 
and the taxpayers' money will not be 
wasted by surveyors.—[Am. Cultivator. 


Breaking a Colt. 


The best mode of breaking a colt, 


•whether for riding or working, is to be- 
gin when it is about two weeks old, as 
it will submit the more readily, be- 
lieving you to be the stronger. What 
a horse once loams—no matter how 
young—he never forgets. By commen- 
cing thus early, especially if attended 
with kind treatment, you can easily hal- 
ter it with something that won't break, 
and teach it to staim tied in the stable 
or anywhere else you like. This accom- 
plished, a colt rarely ever requires the 
habit of breaking the bridle. Afterward, 
if you wish to teach it to lead, first tie 
it by the side of its mother as she is 
taken to the field to work, put on the 
harness as gently as possible, and hitch 
it to the wagon, odd on the off, side of 
•the saddle horse. Now get upon the sad- 
dle horse, and taking the coupling-fltrap 
in your right hand, you are ready for 
any emergency. After working the colt 
in this way for a day dr. two, you cwn 
nut him on the near fldo under tho sad- 
dle, and thus soon to able to work him 
in any part of the team you pleatw. '

more time. Ho member that in tho first 
performances of a colt hi hat-new every- 
thing IK now to him, and the leant thing 
wtll frighten him, but treat him gently,

In England rock elm is considered so 


valuable that it brings $600 per 1000 cu- 
bic feet. Farmers in the Grand Tra- 
verse region of Michigan are making a 
good thing from cutting rock elm and 
selling it for shipment to England. Tbe 
price they get is comparatively small, 
but large for a wood that they had not 
before considered especially valuable. 


The great' difficulty with the bean crop 


is that the ground should never bo cul- 
tivated while either soil or plant is wet. 
Neither should dry soil be turned up 
against the rows, as it will rust the 
leaves when rain comes. Weeds in the 
hill must be removed by the hoe, and 
neither cultivation nor hoeing should 
be done after boans-aru in blossom. 


A strawberry bed can be made pro- 


ductive a year after it has borne a full 
crop, but it is an extraordinary occa- 
sion when such a course will pay. A 
new bed set out in July or August and 
well cared for will produce more and 
require much less labor. The plowrimy- 
be run through the old bed to encourage 
tho rootiiig of plants for the uew loca- 
tion.

the proper neutralizing glasses, but owing to the great extent of tbe country and tlie sparse 
population of large districto embracing many or the smaller towns and cities where no compe- 
tent optician locates, it becomes necessary for persons needing glasses to select them them- 
•eelves.' In most ca.ie.1 they arc chosen by empirical methods, either unaaetsted or by Instruc- 
tions from spectacle dealers who are very ignorant of the subject. Tlie result is tliat a large 
majority ot persons wearing spectacle* have Injured their vision by the use of glasses unsuited 
to their eyes. This is not strange, as they hare not used precise w.ientiiic rules to govern them 
in their choice. Eyea are often met with in which vision is so defective that these dealers can- 
not give anything wherewith to improve the sight. These eyes are most generally astigmatic 
and require, for correction, cylimlrical or sphero-cylindrical glasses. These are not kept in tho 
stocks of those handling spectacles, and must be ground to order. It is an easy matter to as- 
certain the existence of astigmatism, but much more difficult to determine its form and degree.
